Mix recommended amount of Fruit Sizer for acreage to be covered
into same amount of water used during calibration and inject into system continuously for one revolution or run, but
continue to operate irrigation system until Fruit Sizer has been cleared from last sprinkler head. Spray mixture in
the chemical supply tank must be agitated at all times, otherwise settling and uneven application may occur.

B. Solid Set and Hand Move Irrigation Equipment: Determine acreage covered by sprinkler. Fill tank of
injection equipment with water and adjust flow to use contents over a thirty to forty-five minute period. Mix
desired amount of Fruit Sizer r for acreage to be covered into quantity of water used during calibration and operate
entire system at normal pressures recommended by the manufacturer of injection equipment used for amount of
time established during calibration. Provide constant mechanical agitation in the mix .tank to insure that Fruit Sizer
will remain in suspension during the injection cycle. Fruit Sizer can be injected at the beginning or end of the
irrigation cycle or as a separate application. Stop injection equipment after treatment is completed and continue to
operate irrigation system until Fruit Sizer is cleared from last sprinkler head.

SAFETY DEVICES

drain appropriately located on the irrigation pipeline to prevent water source contamination from backfiow. (2) All
pesticide injection pipelines must contain a functional, automatic, quick-closing check valve to prevent the flow of
fluid back toward the injection pump.

GENERAL INFORMATION
Fruit Sizer is a biostimulant containing plant growth regulators. Fruit Sizer enhances fruit growth and development /
by stimulating cell division cell differentiation during flower shedding. It is especially effective when applied with /
foliar fertilizer, but it is also compatible with pesticides. }

MIXING INSTRUCTIONS: Fruit Sizer is water soluble and suitable for use in conventional liquid application
systems including sprinkler irrigation systems. Shake Fruit Sizer thoroughly and dilute in sufficient water to assure
adequate, even coverage without producing excessive runoff. Agitate the spray mixture during application and
apply within 12 hours of dilution.

Fruit Sizer can be applied tank mixed with most insecticides, fungicides, herbicides and foliar fertilizers but must be
the last addition to the spray mixture. If the tank mix combination has not been used previously, contact a Stoller
representative or conduct a jar test to test for compatibility. Use a small jar and mix a small amount of spray,
combining all ingredients in the same ratio as the anticipated use. If any indications of physical incompatibility
develop, do not use this mixture for spraying. Indications of incompatibility usually will appear within 5 to 15
minute after mixing.

When applying Fruit Sizer in a band or as a foliar-directed spray, reduce the application rate from the labeled
broadcast rate in proportion to the percent of the field surface area covered by the foliar spray, but not below the
minimum rate listed in the table.
